What 





Went 


Wrong’?

A fair assessment of the “71” ver- 
sion of the football Georgians can- 
not be made on the teams won-lost 
record. The talent accumulated on 
the Garnet and Gold crew should 
have been sufficient to have 
threatened for league honours. 
Unfortunately this year’s team was 
afflicted with internal disorders as 
well as stiff league opposition. 

The coaching. staff this year 
found themselves as the brunt of 
numerous criticisms. Most of the 
disenchantment though was with 
Head Coach Brian Hayes who had 
problems communicating with the 
team. The athletics department 
have since remedied this situation 
by letting the entire coaching staff 
go. In the process, Sir George has 
lost the services of line coach 
Charlie Baillee who is an excep- 
tional coach. Charlie was 
immediately hired by McGill as 
head coach. 


The most outstanding perfor- 
mances by the team this past year 
were their exhibition games against 
the U.N.B. Red Raiders and St. 
Mary’s Huskies. The teams first 
exhibition match turned out to be 
an evenly balanced affair between 
twogoodclubs. Theheavilyfavoured 
Red Raiders, defending Bluenose 
Conference Champs were finally 
upset 17-16 by virtue of Ron Gol- 
denberg’s kicking ability. 

In a whirlwind pre-season jaunt 
to Halifax, the Concrete Campus 
Campaigners almost upset the 
powerhouse of the east, St. Mary’s 
College in an exciting confronta- 
tion. The Georgians, presenting a 


well-balanced attack, were finally 
overcome late in the game by the 
shocked St. Mary’s Huskies who 
won the game by a respectable 26- 
20 count. 

The momentum of the team 
ground to a halt at the end of pre- 
season play. Speculation on this 
fact indicates that possibly their 
performance against the high 
ranked teams infected the Geor- 
gians with too much confidence. 
Also, in their trip to Halifax the team 
was introduced to a much more 
advanced football program at St. 
Mary’s than that which they had to 
return to at Sir George. The 
Huskies had a great deal over Sir 
George with respect to practice and 
game conviences and they were 
also provided with numerous 
benefits to keep them comfortable. 

The team assumed a sluggish 
attitude in their league games start- 
ing with their opener against U de 
M. Although the final score was 21- 
0 in favour of the Georgians the 
game could not be used as a gauge 
of future performance as U de M 
did not belong in the league. The 
Georgians defensive unit put on a 
good show by scoring 15 points and 
blanking U de M. The Garnet and 
Gold offence found difficulty getting 
untracked otherwise there could 
have been much more scoring. 

The next game against cross 
town rivals, the McGill Redmen, 
really served to puncture the arrog- 
ance of the Georgian club. The final 
30-14 score was an accurate 
measure of the McGill aerial attack 
and the corresponding weakness of 
the Sir George secondary.

RMC was the final victim of the 
1971 Georgians by the count of 21- 
6. The victory served to temporarily 
install Sir George in second place 
and to show that RMC doesn't 
belong in the league. 

The game out in Lennoxville 
against the awesome Bishops 
Gaitors was the teams last chance 
to earn respectability in the league. 
Unfortunately the Gaitors proved 
why they were ranked the top team 
in Canada by humiliating the Gar- 
net and Gold by a 44-6 spread. The 
Georgians gave the game away 
with many costly fumbles and mis- 
takes. 

The Georgians finished out their 
season with two unspectacular 
losses to the Loyola Warriors. The 
first game ended with Sir George 
at the wrong end of a 26-9 score 
while the second saw the Warriors 
dominating the seeded game by a 
count of 23-0. Both games bore 
striking similarities such as the 
Georgians offense stagnating deep 
in the opposition’s territory, and 
Georgians’ generosity to the War- 
riors in the fumble category. 

This year's team showed a great 
deal of potential but suffered from 
inexperience. The six league 
games along with the two exhibition 
games were insufficient to fuse the 
seventeen rookies into a sound 
football machine. Inexperience was 
the cause of all the back-breaking 
errors such as fumbles, intercep- 
tions miscues and penalties which 
plagued the team all season.

The result of the move has 
left Sir George on the bottom rung of a more compact and a highly 
competitive league unless some drastic changes are made in the 
coaching situation. 

Next year’s team will be in for an extremely embarassing season 
if Paul Arsenault doesn't start reassuring the remaining players about 
the upcoming season. Hopefully more funds will be invested in the 
team and some serious steps will be taken to preserve the Garnet 
and Gold gridiron tradition.

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Behind The Whistle

Officiating in most sports is gener- 
ally of the ‘traffic cop’ nature. 
Referees hover over a game or 
race, policing the situation, never 
taking more than a perimeter perch 
above the proceedings, rarely gett- 
ing involved in the actual action. 

Basketball is different. Because 
of the highly subjective quality of 
the game, officiating takes on a 
major responsibility, where 
interpretation of the play, and 
manner of refereeing, greatly influ- 
ence the tone of each contest. 

The’ International Ass'n. of 
Accredited Basketball Officials is 
the group in charge of Montreal 
basketball. Though a great variety 
of refs run the high school matches, 
the college cage scene is controlled 
by an elite group of six or seven 
Officials, who monopolize and stag- 
nate the refereeing. Loyola athletic 
co-ordinator Steven Konchalski 
complains that “we get the same 
refs every time. They know they 
have a secure hold on the officiat- 
ing, so there’s no motivation for 
them to be on their toes every 
minute of every game. If there was 
some competition for the reffing 
spots, everyone would try harder, 
and quality would improve.” Eddie 
Steinman, one of the respected 
local refs, explains that “there's just 
not enough good refs who have the 
maturity and experience to do col- 
lege games. We were developing 
_ one guy, but he quit this year, so 
“no one new came up to the college 
ranks this year.” 

Much of the disapproval over the 
Officiating is legitimate. Georgian 
hoopster Mike Hickey asserts that 
. ‘the refs have to be authorative with 
their calls to maintain control of the 


game. Why, there was one game 
against Loyola where Dave Burke 
(ex-captain of the Warriors) was 
able to manipulate one of the offi- 
cials who was making his calls very 
meekly. The refs should show that 
they're the bossess.” Sir George's 
All-Star guard, New Yorker Tom 
Brethel, complains that “Montreal 
officials aren't consistent ... when 
they keep changing their interpreta- 
tion of the same type of plays every 
game, the players just don’t know 
what's happening.” 

One official who seems to draw 
the ire of many coaches and 
players is the controversial Harry 
Hus. One QUAA cager, who wished 
to remain anonymous, whined that 
“Hus spends more effort on sucking 
up to the girls in the crowd with his 
show-boat antics, than he spends 
reffing the game.” Eddie Steinman 
agrees that “Harry hot-dogs it too 
much, but | guess the fans like it.” 
Another beef frequently voiced is 
that Hus does too many games with 
John Elias. They’ve become known 
as ‘the dynamic duo’. This has led 
to more serious charges. One 
West Island high school coach 
scowls that “Elias shouldn't be 
allowed to coach Bishop Whelan 
H.S. (where Elias teaches). One 
game last year, we played Whelan 
and Hus was reffing. Guess which 
way every close call went!” 

The root of the entire reffing prob- 
lem lies in the greed of the ‘elite’ 
Officials. They don’t want new- 
comers taking away their $20 a 
game salary, which is nice renume- 
ration for an hour-and-a-half's 
work. But don’t try and tell the refs 
that they work for the money — in 
arecent feature in the Montreal Star,

whistle-blower Ross Buckle chivalr- 
ously claimed that he officiates to 
“help the kids . Money has 
nothing to do with it of course. 
“Yea, laughs Eddie Steinman, “‘it 
was pretty funny that nothing was 
written in The Star about reffing for 
money ... pretty funny”.

Georgians Heroes In Losing

SHERBROOKE, MARCH 16 — It 
isn’t often that a team boasting four- 
teen rookies makes it to the 
National Collegiate Hockey Finals. 
One team which rewrote the pre- 
season ratings was Sir George. 
They lost 5-1 Thursday night to the 
University of Toronto Blues in Sher- 
brooke. 

Sir George played with all their 
heart and strength and lost in spite 
of their efforts. If you take the trou- 
ble to add and divide you will dis- 
cover that the average age on the 
Sir George team is nineteen and 
one half years. Having observed 
the team get it together throughout 
the season, | have come to the con- 
clusion that Sir George is in the pro- 
cess of founding a dynasty. A year 
or two will prove it. 

There is no getting away from 
Thursday night's outcome how- 
ever. Throughout the contest the 
Georgians were outhustled, out- 
checked, outshot, outdefenced and 
outscored. But (and it is a notew- 
orthy ‘but’ ), they were defeated, not

beaten. 

In the first five minutes of play, 
Sir George carried the play to the 
Blues, forcing them into a defensive 
posture and pressing effectively. 
Gradually Toronto assumed control 
of the play, pushing Sir Goerge into 
their own he'!f of the rink. The differ- 
ence was the power plays. When 
Kent Ruhnke scored for the Blues 
at 14:23 Sir George had had two 
power play chances but they coul- 
dn’t mount a sustained drive in 
either of them. 

When the Georgians were 
penalized less than a minute after 
the goal, Toronto swarmed all over 
them and only three good saves by 
Wolfe kept the Blues from scoring. 
The Blues kept the pressure up, but 
the period ended 1-0 Toronto. 

Several of the Georgians looked 
a bit nervous, the passing was 
somewhat less. than _pin-point 
sharp, and checking was faltering. 

Toronto killed a couple more 
penalties, scored a goal, and 
retained control of the play in the 


first half of the second period. They 
checked and passed with authority 
and broke up Georgian rushes with 
frustrating regularity. At 12:23 the 
Blues made it 3-0, again on a power 
play. The backbreaker came a 
couple of minutes later. 

With Sir George down by three, 
Toronto defenceman Rick Leroy 
and goaltender Dave Tataryn both 
drew penalties for roughing and 
slashing respectively, on Mark 
Shewchuck. The Georgians man- 
aged one good shot during the dou- 
ble minors, and for all intents and 
purposes, the game was over. The 
period ended with both teams effec- 
tively killing off a penalty each. 

Toronto began and ended the 
third period with goals, at 2:15 and 
18:17. Phil Turner scored for Sir 
George at 2:46 on arising shot that 
beat Tataryn on his stick side. 
George Tower made a fine play to 
keep the puck inside the blue line 
with three Toronto players starting 
up the ice. 

Sir George was penalized at 


6:09. Sir George and Toronto were 
penalized at 7:09 and again at 8:37 
for roughing and slashing and other 
such nonsense. The play during 
these penalties was slow and unin- 
spiring by both teams. When they 
expired play bogged down and the 
checking got close in the centre ice 
area. 

At 15:41 Sir George and Toronto 
were again penalized, this time for 
high sticking. The Blues seemed 
content to simply retain control of 
the puck and sit on their lead. 
Gradually they took the play to Sir 
George and passed at will inside 
the Georgians’ blueline. Their last 
goal was gravy or icing or some- 
thing. 

Oh, by the way, Bernie Wolfe was 
nothing short of sensational. | don’t 
like using words like ‘sensational’, 
but it will serve as well as ‘stupen- 
dous’, ‘miraculous’, ‘superb’, ‘un- 
believable’, ‘outstanding’, or ‘un- 
real’. Because that’s exactly how 
he played. He faced forty-two 
shots, and you could have caught

the routine ones with a six-by-eight 
foot shield. 

| can’t mention all of the excellent 
saves because | couldn't write fast 
enough, but a few which should 
have gotten by came off the sticks 
of Bostock, Healy, Bauer, Buba, 
Pagnutti, Burman, — Lysionek, 
McFarlane, two by Wright, three by 
Munro, and three by Ruhnke. All 
of these and many more Wolfe 
kicked out with authority and unmis- 
takable talent. 

About a hundred Georgian fans 
made the trip to Sherbrooke. The 
names of every fan which travelled 
by bus to the game were signed 
to a telegram sent to the Georgain 
hockey squad Firday morning, 
offering congratulations on their 
fine effort. For the other sixteen- 
thousand-odd non-fans who did not 
make the trip | have nothing to say 
concerning fan support for a team 
that deserves it. 

Next year the team shall be a 
contender. With or without fan sup- 
port. Preferably with it. 
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Varsity Sports Round-up 


It was calculated at one point this year that 287 Sir George students were at on time or another involved 
in Varsity sports at Sir George. On this basis alone, the year would have to be termed an unqualified 
success. For those people that want other things from a university besides classes, the Athletics Office 
offers more sports to participate in than any other Quebec university with the possible exception of McGill. 
lf enough people are interested, more programs are being initiated next year. Rugby is one proposal. 

The only real disappointment this season was Riflery because while Sir George got together a team, 
no other school did and the Georgians had to settle for working out at Donnaconna four times a week. 
There was even an Olympic marksman on the Sir George shooting team. 

In many other sports, the Georgians did get to compete with other universities, though. A pen-sketch 
on the achievements of these teams follows: 





The Georgian tennis team 
finished only behind McGill, Laval, 
and Bishop's. Five teams ended up 
beneath the Sir George entry in the 
league. Harold Leroux is generally 
acknowledged to be the best tennis 
player on the team and won seven 
matches while losing only one. 
Norm Yudin followed with a 5 and 
2 record while John Cromby, 
Robert White and Norm Yudin 
rounded out the team. John Niles

The best that (hes Sir memes on 
squad could do this year was a third 
place finish in the Sherbrooke Invi- 
tational Tournament. 

On September the 18th, they 
posted a fourth place finish in the 
Plattsburgh Invitational with the 
quintet of Bruce Weatherly Jacques 
Duval, Ken Wilde, Eric Johnson 
and Tom Price. 

In the Q.U.A.A. Golf Circuit, the 
Georgians managed a sixth place 
finish out of nine teams, beating 
only U de M, RMC, and CMR. The 
number of schools that participate 
in golf indicates its popularity 


around the province. 

The Georgian score in the 
Q.U.A.A. meet was 702 which was 
76 strokes off the pace set by the 
winners. The games were held at 
Bishop's. 





The volleyball team was rein- 
stituted this year after five years’ 
absence. Interest was high this spr- 
ing however and Doug Insleay took 
the reins for the team. The squad 
managed a fourth place finish out 
of seven teams in the Q.U.A.A. and 
thus qualified for the play-offs. They 
bowed out in the first round of the 
elimination tourney to University of 
Sherbrooke who went on to lose 
to Universite de Montreal in the 
finals. The final standings were 
tabulated on the basis of results of 
four intercollegiate meets through 
ne season.

Aside from the Water Polo 
players who earned their double let- 
ters by competing in swimming as 
well, there was Bob Kennel, 
Johnnie-Mike Irving, Andy Buxton 
and John Esenman. The strength 
in the swimming team lay in the 
relays-not individuals. The Geor- 
gians managed to squeeze into the 
finals in the 400 yard relay and 800 
yore free style relay.

In Peter Leupold, Sir George tt has 
one of the class skiers in the entire 
province. Leupold was chosen to 
represent Canada in the World Stu- 
dent Games that were held in Lake 
Placid, New York at the end of Feb- 
ruary. Down there, he managed an 
unofficial thirteenth place finish in 
the preliminary and when he went 
out to better that in the official runn- 
ing, he took a fall and had to settle 
for a spot in the 40's. 

In the Q.U.A.A., though, Leupold 
led the Georgians to asecond place 
finish in section A. Other team 
members were: Robert Haineault, 
Bob Gibson, and Malcolm 
McGregor. The B circuit team had 
Ralph Ferguson, Blake Murphy and 
Soen Yap as members. 

Leupold came first in the downhill 
and giant slalom over five races and 
grabbed a second in the slalom. 








The Sir George curlers had a 
very sporadic season and settled 
for a third place finish in the 
Q.U.A.A. behind McGill and Sher- 
brooke. The team did manage to 
raise a few eyebrows here in the 
province though, when they beat 
the highly touted rink of Bill Kent. 
That was in the Montreal West Invi- 
tational Bonspiel and the fired-up 
Sir George contingent went on to 
nail down the title in that one — 
a great step for Sir George curling. 
The winning crew on that day was 
skipped by ace John Hammond 
and supported by the play of Dave 
Badger, Bob Carter and Gary 
Maavara. There were 12 teams in 
Q.U.A.A. curling, indicating the tre- 
mendous interest in the sport. The

people. 

Harking back to last September, 
college sports was covered with all 
the accuracy of a drunk trying to 
walk a straight line out of a tavern. 
The Gazette ignored anything that 
didn't start with “Pro Sports”, and 
the Star took anon-chalant attitude 
to collegiate sports. Then again, the 
only new-worthy activity in the fall 
is football, so we waited for a turn 
for the better when the leaves fell 
from the trees and the hockey and. 
basketball teams began their sea- 
sons. 

November and December rolled 
around, but nary a soul stirred in 
the ivory towers on Craig and St. 
Antoine Blvds. Something else did 
stir though.

Although Red Fisher and Ted 
Blackman will never admit it, the 
pressure from the Express forced 
the Star and the Gazette, pre- 
viously undaunted by any criticism, 
to alter the coverage given college 
sports. 

Although the Express died in 
January, the Star and Gazette felt 
the pressure of criticism and 
changed their attitudes. Increased 
output was achieved when two wri- 
ters, Rick Matsumoto and Dick 
Chapman, ex of the Toronto Teleg- 
ram (R.1.P.) were added to the staff 
of the local papers. Chapman and 
Matsumoto added a degree of pro- 
fessionalism to the coverage of col- 
lege sports. Unlike previous people 
assigned to college sports, these 
two men care enough about their 
beats to do a decent job. Unfor- 
tunately, the Gazette recognized 
Chapman's great talents and now 
have him covering high school 
sports. Matsumoto remains though, 
and with Pat Hickey’s great interest 
in college basketball, (motivated 
somewhat by a degree of nepot- | 
ism ) the Star has risen to the point 
where they do a passable job. As 
for the Gazette and their college 
writer, Bill Mann, suffice it to say 
that whatever goes up must come 
down, and that newspaper has 
seen better days. 

What was gained this year from 
local papers was due to many let- 
ters, some articles, and numerous 
phone calls to people like Black- 
man, Fisher, and the editors of the 
respective papers. With the friends 
of college sports that we already 
have in the media, like CBMT, 
CJAD, and the Sunday Express, it 
has been a good year for college 
coverage. Now with interest on the 
upswing again in basketball and 


. hockey, one can expect that the

Road

Steve Halperin is a long-time Sir George sports fan and a past sports 
editor and editor-in-chief of the georgian. Here, he fondly recalls what 
made his stay at Sir George Williams University a very memorable and 


pleasing one. 


The offer was too good to turn 
down. 

Sports editor Rob asked me to 
write a few words -about my 

_memories of four years of Georgian 
sports, and | jumped at the oppor- 
tunity. Faced with an unfinished 
Honours thesis, about a thousand 
unread but compulsory pages, and 
an almost inhuman assortment of 
term papers, “take homes” and 
other work, | never should have 
agreed. 

But the offer was too good to turn 
down. | 

Call me a singer of swan songs, 
a valedictorian in a jock strap or 
anything else you choose. | have 
been called much worse in my four 
years at this school. | am going to 
tell you some of the things | 
remember of Georgian sports, and 
| guess | should start at the beginn- 
ing. 

It started for me on a sunny 
autumn Saturday in 1968, as | took 
in my first Sir George athletics 
event as a student here. That day, 
our embryonic varsity football team 
was beaten by Loyola by something 


like twenty points. Loyola went on 
to an undefeated conference 
championship that year, and our 
Georgians were to go through two 
complete seasons before winning 
their first football game. But that 
didn’t affect the strong belief | have 
in intercollegiate sport, and the 
belief that it can do ever so much 
for a University, its students and its 
over-all community. The _ infinite 
fanaticism for Georgian sports 
which was born that day has stayed 
with me through four years, and | 
know it is one of the things | will 
miss most of all, after | pick up my 
degree in June. 

| have never played a single 
minute of a single game in a Geor- 
gian uniform. It is one of life’s many 
ironies that the fates have cruelly 
denied a sports nut like myself the 
avility to compete athletically at, 
say, the intercollegiate level. But 
this never cut into the joy | derived 
from participating, even if only as 
a fan, in Sir George sports.

| remember a marathon hockey 
game against Loyola in a Christmas 
tournament a few years back, when 
a gutty little goaltender named 
Tommy Anderson played the role 
of avalanche catcher and kept the 
Georgians in the game for four and 
a half periods of hockey until suc- 
cumbing to a gorgeous deke by 
Loyola’s  extravently talented 
Michael Lowe. 

| remember too, the upset victory 
pulled by a gritty, spunky never- 
say-die hockey team in the confer- 
ence play-offs that same year, set- 
ling the score with Loyola. | will 
never forget the enormous perfor- 
mance that weekend by a big blond 
kid named John Murray, nor can 
|help but remember the remarkable 
job done by Dave Dies, an excellent 
hockey coach and a terrific guy. 


Other memories? How about 
these? The first time the football 
Georgians beat haughty Loyola, 
in a defensive gem at Verdun 
Stadium; the first time | say a kid 
from New York city named Brethel 
play basketball as he led the Sir 
George quintet to a one point upset 
over a Loyola squad that hadn't lost 
a game in Quebec since what 
seems like the turn of the century. 

Brethel, by the way, gets my vote 
as the most talented young man | 
have ever seen in Garnet and Gold, 
on a gridiron, the rink or basketball 
floor. Watching his game was 
nothing less than a treat. 

| seem to be fixing on my recol- 
lections of this school’s teams beat- 
ing those Maroon guys from the 
west end. | was bitten early by the 
arch-rivalry bug, and it has stuck 
with me through four years. For that 
reason, I've got to call last Friday 
night my greatest thrill, and greatest 
memory (even as | write this, but 
four days later ) of all the great ones 
I've gotten from Georgian sports. 
There was a whole row of Loyola 
students behind me at that game, 
and they were making plans to 
attend the National tournament. 
When it was over, | took a fiendish 
pleasure in asking them if they were 
looking to get rid of their hotel reser- 
vations in Sherbrooke. That is the 
key. Loyola’s almighty arrogance 
and supreme over-confidence 
being beaten by the most fired up 
and determined bunch of hockey 
players | have ever had the 
privilege to see. | knew then how 
Cinderella felt when she was finally 
found by the prince. It may have 
been the greatest hockey game | 
have ever seen, or | may be given 
to gross hyperbole, but when Mario 
Cuttin flicked his wrist and lit the 
lamp behind Loyola's Rocky Martin, 
it touched off the greatest moment 
| have ever experienced as a 
Georgian sports fan. One of my fon- 
dest wishes realized, | could now 
graduate happy. 

All of the memories etch a fine, 
abundantly pleasant picture in my 
mind, but more than the events, it 
is the people | will recall. People 
like Fred Whitacre, the crew-cut lit- 
tle basketball coach who oozed 


southern charm, and _ worked 
against almost insurmountable 
odds to put together a team for Sir 
George that was rewarded with 
nothing better than empty stands 
game after game; like Brian Hayes, 
for three years my closest friend in 
the athletics department, who was 
all football; eating, sleeping and 
breathing the game he (and!) loves 
best; like Paul Arsenault, hockey 
coach whose decisions | have 
made a hobby of second guessing, 
but for whom the record bespeaks 
admirable success, and who has 
done just an outstanding job in his 
first year as Athletics director. And 
of course, the athletes themselves, 
the guys whose performances have 
given me so much pleasure for four 
years, the people without whom 
there would be no Georgian sports. 

As | write this, the hockey Geor- 
gians are preparing to take part in 
the national playdowns, and by the 
time you read it, we will all know 


the results. But whatever happens 
in Sherbrooke, | know that when 
itis over, whether or not the Geor- 
gians should win, | will silently shed 
an inward tear with the realization 
that an important part of my Univer- 
sity career is now history, and the 
realization of just how much this 
damn place means to me. It’s my 
place all of it, the good and the not- 
so-good, and | will never forget it. 

This is what | remember, as | say 
my last goodbyes. Not just my 
courses, most of which | have 
thoroughly enjoyed, not just the 
people many of whom, students, 
teachers, and administrators alike, . 
| hope to count as friends for the 
rest of my life; but also the fantastic 
thrills and indelible memories which 
have been given me for four beauti- 
ful years by the people responsible 
for Sir George Williams sports.

After the other boys 
called it quits and showered, Tommy stuck around for some one- 
on-one with his buddy, Mike Hickey. You have to remember this 
was the first night of practice and you couldn’t expect too much 
from the flabby rookies. It was on that night that Tom earned the 
name “sky-pilot.” : 

| Canada, the Land of Opportunity 


Tom had a bad experience in his previous year of ball-playing 
at Orlando, Florida. The highly rated all-star guard was used spar- 
ingly and his job consisted of warming the bench. Displeased with 
his situation, Tommy confronted his coach with his problem. “Look 
son, you're one of the best players | got on the team except | 
can't play you.” For some strange reason, Tom was confused at 
this statement. Along with the humiliation of sitting on the bench, 
the Hempstead N.Y. native had to observe a strict curfew and 
attend long vigorous practices.

They figured 
him a superstar and his only function was to score points and 
get his name in the paper. According to Steve Konchalski-assistant 
coach of the Loyola Warriors, “Tommy is responsible for 60 to 
70 points of the Sir George total. He’s good for 30 points a game 
and then there are his great passes, and great defensive plays.”

The Bears outshot Sir George 
rudely (46-27) in the game. And if 
that's consolation . 

But it wasn't all disappointment 
and sadness. Sir George, the con- 
tender that wasn't supposed to be, 
flexed some muscle in the third 
period of this game and went out 
of the season with at least twenty 
minutes of success. With the score 
at 2-0 going into the third, a deficit 
that had time and time again been 
rescued by Bernie Wolfe, those 
Wonderful Men in their Garnet and 
Gold began to hunger. 

Mark Shewchuck, who didn't 
score in his last three games of this 
season but did so much in getting 
the team to the Nationals, sent 
Barry Cullen in on the wing at 0:25. 
Steve Carlyle, the All-Star Alberta 
defenceman who might be a trifle 
over-rated, was no match for the 
cruising Cullen but Danny Coombs, 
the goalie, was.

In his first year as Directors of Athle- 
tics, he has built a football program 
that is not any worse than that of 
his predecessor, and a basketball 
and hockey program that is far 
superior. 

Sure there were the same old 
complaints going around this year 
about dissention on the hockey 
team because of Arsenault.

Well, they have 
played against the Varsity Blues 
and won and against St. Mary's and 
lost and seen Alberta in action. 

They have seen the vast 
resources that these experienced 
teams can draw upon in clutch 
situations and they know that the 
taxi squad on any of these teams 
would be seeing regular ice time 
with them. 

Nothing against the Georgians’ 
talent, but experience does count. 

But no matter how the Georgians 
did this past weekend they will be 
back. They'll be back with experi- 
ence the next time and in three 
years, I'd hate to be the coach that 
had to beat Sir George after three 
consecutive trips to the Nationals 
with almost the same line-up.

New Sports 
Complex at

SHERBROOKE — Construction 
will begin this spring on a $5.4 mill- 
ion sports complex at the University 
of Sherbrooke. 

The sports facilities involved will 
serve the 8,500 students of the uni- 
versity but will also be made avail- 
able to the citizens of Sherbrooke 
and vicinity. 

The sports centre will include a 
double gymnasium; a_ handball 
court; a squash court; rooms for 
fencing and body contact sports 
such as wrestling and judo; weight- 
lifting and physical conditioning 
rooms; a field house that can be 
converted into a triple gymnasium; 


tennis courts; and a six lane, 50- 
metre Olympic pool. 

Sports grounds will include a 
400-metre, eight lane track; a reg- 
ulation soccer and football field; 
tennis courts, an obstacle course 
and two softball fields. 

The government of Quebec has 
committed itself to a grant of $2.5 
M toward the construction of the 
sports centre and the university will 
soon be launching a public sub- 
scription called “Operation 
Univestrie” to obtain the additional 
funds needed. 

Completion of the complex is 
scheduled for September 1973.
